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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 10/31/2007 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 1/06/2009 have been fully considered. 



Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-69 are objected to because of the following informalities: the claims are 
replete with the terms "adapted to" perform certain functions. This term gives the claims 
the appearance that the related functions are not positively performed. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Also as per claim 60, ,line 3, the Examiner suggests applicant to insert - - (AHP) - - after 
"process" to avoid an improper recitation of an acronym on line 6. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, 
manufacture, or composition of matter, or any new and useful improvement 
thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and requirements 
of this title. 
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Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non- statutory subject matter. Based on Supreme Court precedent a method claim must (1) be 
tied to another statutory class of invention (such as a particular apparatus) or (2) transform 
underlying subject matter (such as an article or materials) to a different state or thing (see at least 
Diamond v. Diehr, 450 U.S. 175, 184 (1981); Parker v. Flook, 437 U.S. 584, 588 n.9 (1978); 
Gottschalkv. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 70 (1972); Cochrane v. Deener, 94 U.S. 780, 787-88 (1876)). 
A method claim that fails to meet one of the above requirements is not in compliance with the 
statutory requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101 for patent eligible subject matter. Here claims 1-36 fail 
to meet the above requirements since there is not a sufficient tie to another statutory class. 
5. Claims 1-69 are allowable over the art of record.
